ACCESSORIES - 3 00mm (No 10-11) Milward Crochet Hook or size 
needed to give correa tension. 5 Terries Buttons each for Jacket and 
Dress; Length of ribbon for Dress, Bonnet, Bootees and Mittens. 

ABBREVIATIONS - See page 9. Shell=7tr in next tr, ch or dc; Crab 
Stitch=Work as for dc, working from left to right instead of right to 
left so that sts are worked backwards (see page 8); Dec=draw up a 
loop in each of next 2 sts, yoh and draw through all 3 loops on hook; 
DecTr=(yoh, draw up a loop in next tr, yoh and draw through first 2 
loops on hook) twice, yoh and draw through all 3 loops on hook. 

TENSION - 24.5 sts and 13-5 rows to 10 cm over treble fabric, 
using 3.00mm Hook. 

HRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller hook, if 
more sts use bigger hook. 

JACKET (beg at neck) 

Using 3.00mm Hook, make 51 (60-60) ch. 

1st row (wrong side) - Miss Ich, Idc in each ch to end ... 50 (59-59) 
dc. 

2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first dc, lu* in next dc, [2tr in next dc, Itr in 
each of next 4 (5-5) dc] 9 times, 2tr in next dc, Itr in each of last 2dc ... 
60 (69-69) tr, counting (Idc, Ich) as Itr. 

3rd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in next tr, [2tr in next tr, Itr in each 
of next 5 (6-6) tr] 9 times, 2tr in next tr, lir in each of last 2ir, lir in top 
of turning ch ... 70 (79-79) tr. 



4th row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2tr, [2tr in next tr, Itr 
in each of next 6 (7-7) tr] 9 times, 2tr in next tr, Itr in each of last 2tr, 
Itr in top of turning ch ... 80 (89-89) tr. 

Cont inc in this manner until there are 160 (169-189) sts. 

Next row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, 1 (2-1) tr in next tr, Itr in each of next 
6 (5-6) tr, [2tr in next tr, Itr in each of next 71 (16-18) tr] 2 (9-9) times, 
2tr in next tr, Itr in each of next 5 (6-7) tr, 1 (2-1) tr in next tr, lir in top 
of turning ch ... 163 (181-199) sts. ** 

Next row - Ich, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in first tr, miss 2 (2-0) tr. Shell, miss 1 
(2-1) tr, [(Idc, Ich, Idc) in next tr, miss Itr, Shell, miss Itr] 4 (5-6) 
times, [(Idc, Ich, Idc) in next tr, miss 2tr, Shell, miss 2tr] 6 (6-7) 
times, [(Idc, Ich, Idc) in next tr, miss Itr, Shell, miss Itr] 12 (14-15) 
times, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in next tr, [miss 2tr, Shell, miss 2tr, (Idc, Ich, 
Idc) in next tr] 6 ( 6 - 7 ) times, [miss Itr, Shell, miss Itr, (Idc, Ich, Idc) 
in next tr] 4 (5-6) times, miss next 1(2-1) tr. Shell, miss next 2 (2-0) 
tr, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in top of turning ch. 

Divide for armholes - 1st row - (Idc, 2ch, Itr) in first Ich sp, ♦ 3ch, 
Idc in centre tr of shell, 3ch, (Itr, Ich, Itr) in next Ich sp *, rep from * 
to * 3 (4-5) times, 3ch, Idc in centre tr of shell, 3ch, Itr in next Ich sp, 
Ich, miss next 6 (6-7) shells, Itr in next Ich sp, rep from * to * 11 
(13-14) times, 3ch, Idc in centre tr of shell, 3ch, Itr in next Ich sp, 
Ich, miss next 6 (6-7) shells, Itr in next Ich sp, rep from ♦ to * 5 (6-7) 
times. 

2nd row - Ich, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in first Ich sp, ♦ Shell in next dc, (Idc, 
Ich, Idc) in next Ich sp, rep from * working last dc in turning ch 
loop. 

3rd row - (Idc, 2ch, Itr) in first Ich sp, * 3ch, Idc in centre tr of shell, 
3ch, (Itr, Ich, Itr) in next Ich sp, rep from ♦ to end. 

2nd and 3rd rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures (at centre back) 21 (26-29) cm from 
beg, ending with a 2nd row. Fasten off. 

SLEEVES 

With wrong side facing, beg where 6 (6-7) shells were missed, join 
yam with a si st in Ich sp before first shell. 

Work in patt as forjacket until work measures 10 (12-15) cm (or 1cm 
less than length desired to allow for cuffs) from end of yoke, ending 
with a 3rd row. 

Next row - Ich, Idc in first Ich sp, * 2dc in next 3ch sp, Idc in next 
dc, 2dc in next 3ch sp, Idc in next Ich sp, rep from * to end. 

Next row - Ich, Idc in each dc to end. 

Rep last row once, DO NOT TURN. 

Next row - Crab St all across. 

Fasten off. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join sleeve seams. With right side 
facing, work 1 row dc evenly along front edges, working five 3ch 
buttonloops along right side of yoke. Work 1 row Crab St evenly 
around neck, front edges and lower edge. Sew on buttons. 

DRESS 

YOKE 

Work as forjacket to 

Next row - Ich, Idc in first tr, * miss 2tr, Shell, miss 2tr, Idc in next tr, 
rep from ♦ working last dc in top of turning ch, DO NOT TURN. 
Next row - Crab St all across. 

Fasten off. 

SKIRT 

Using 3.00mm Hook, make 234 (266-298) ch. 

1st row - Miss Ich, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in next ch, * miss 3ch, Shell, miss 
3ch, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in next ch, rep from ♦ to end. 

2nd row - (Idc, 2ch, Itr) in first Ich sp, ♦ 3ch, Idc in centre tr of shell, 
3ch, (Itr, Ich, Itr) in next Ich sp, rep from * to end. 

3rd row - Ich, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in first Ich sp, * Shell in nextdc, (Idc, 
Ich, Idc) in next Ich sp, rep from * to end. 



Continued on next page 



Rep 2nd and 3rd rows until work measure 21.5 (26-29 5) cm from 
beg, ending with a 3rd row, DO NOT TURN. 

Next row - Crab St all across. 

Fasten off. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join skirt seam. Sew skirt to last tr 
row on yoke, easing in fullness on skirt, having yoke beg and ending 
at back seam of skirt and leaving 15 (16-17) cm on yoke and 2 
complete patts on skin free for each armhole. Work 1 row dc around 
back op)ening, working five 3ch buttonloops along right side of 
opening. Work 1 row Crab St evenly around neck and back opening. 
Work dc across top of 2 patts left free at underarm on skirt. Sew on 
buttons. Make a bow from ribbon and sew in position as illustrated. 

BONNET 

Using 3.00mm Hook, make 6 ch, join with a slst to form ring. 

1st round - 3ch, lltr in ring, slst in 3rd ch at beg ... 12 tr, counting 
3ch as Itr. 

2nd round - 3ch, Itr in same place at slst, 2tr in each tr to end, slst in 
3rd ch at beg ... 24 tr. 

3rd round - 3ch, Itr in same place as slst, Itr in next tr, (2tr in next tr, 
Itr in next tr) 11 times, slst in 3rd ch at beg ... 36 tr. 

4th round - 3ch, Itr in same place as slst, Itr in each of next 2tr, (2tr 
in next tr, Itr in each of next 2tr) 11 times, slst in 3rd ch at beg ... 48 tr. 
Cont inc in this manner until there are 60 (60-72) tr. 

A and C only - Next round - 3ch, Itr in same place as slst, Itr in 
each tr to end, slst in 3rd ch at beg. 

B only - Next round - 3 ch, 1 tr in same place as slst, (Itr in each of 
next 9tr, 2tr in next tr) 5 times, lir in each of next 8tr, 2tr in last tr, slst in 
3rd ch at beg. 

All sizes ... 61 (67-73) sts. 

Next row - Ich, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in same place as slst, * miss 2tr, 
Shell, miss 2tr, (Idc, Ich, Idc) in next tr, rep from ♦ to end, turn. 
Cont in patt (as for Skirt of Dress) until work measures 9 (10-11) cm 
from beg of patt, ending with a 3rd row, DO NOT TURN. 

Next row - Crab St all across. 

Fasten off. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Attach ribbons to Bonnet and tie. 

BOOTEES (Beg at instep) 

Using 3.00mm Hook, make 10 ch. 

1st row - Miss 3ch, Itr in each ch to end ... 8 tr, counting 3ch as Itr. 
2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each tr to end, Itr in top of 
turning ch. 

Rep 2nd row 2 (3-3) times. 

Make 22 (28-34) ch, slst in top of first st of last row. 

1st round - 3ch, work 6tr along side of instep, working along other 
side of foundation ch - work 3tr in first ch, Itr in each of next 6ch, 3tr 
in next ch, work 7tr along other side of instep, Itr in each of next 22 
(28-34) ch, si St in 3rd ch at beg ... 48 (54-60) sts. 

2nd round - 3ch, Itr in each tr to end. si st in 3rd ch at beg. 

Rep 2nd round 1 (2-2) time/s. 

Next round - Ich, Idc in same place as slst, (Dec) 12 times, Idc in 
each tr to end, slst in first dc at beg. 



Next round - Ich, Idc in same place as slst, Idc in each st to end, slst 
in first dc ... 36 (42-48) dc. 

Next round - Ich, Idc in same place as slst, * (Dec, Idc in next dc) 
twice, Idc in next dc, (Dec, Idc in next dc) twice ♦, Idc in each of 
next 5 (8-11) dc, rep from ♦ to * once, Idc in each dc to end, slst in 
first dc. 

Next round - Ich, Idc in same place as slst, (Dec) 4 times, Idc in 
each of next 6 (9-12) dc, (Dec) 4 times, Idc in each dc to end, slst in 
first dc. Fasten off. 

With right side facing, join yarn with a slst to centre back of bootee for 
cuff (working along other side of chain). 

1st round - Ich, Idc in same place as si st, Idc in each ch or tr to end, 
slst in first dc ... 30 (36-42) dc. 

2nd round - 3ch, Ich, miss Idc, Itr in next dc, rep from * to last dc, 
Ich, miss Idc, slst in 3rd ch at beg. 

3rd round - 3ch, Itr in next ch sp, * Itr in next tr, Itr in next ch sp, 
rep from * to end, slst in 3rd ch at beg. 

4th round - 3ch, Itr in each tr to end, slst in 3rd ch at beg. 

5th round - Ich, Idc in same place as slst, * miss 2tr, Shell, miss 2tr, 
Idc in next tr *, rep from * to * 4 (5-6) times, miss 2tr, Shell, miss 2tr, 
si st in first dc, DO NOT TURN. 

6th round - Crab St to end. Fasten off. 



MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join sole seam. Thread ribbon 
through holes at ankles and tie. 



MITTENS 

Using 3.00mm Hook, make 32 (36-40) ch. 

1st row (wrong side) - Miss 5ch, Itr in next ch, * Ich, miss Ich, Itr in 
next ch, rep from * to end ... 14 (16-18) ch sps. 

2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, * Itr in next ch sp, Itr in next tr, rep 
from ♦ to end, working last tr in top of turning ch ... 29 (33-37) tr, 
counting turning ch as Itr. 

3rd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each tr to turning ch, Itr in top of 
turning ch. 

Rep 3rd row 6 (6-8) times. 

Shape top - 1st row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, ♦ DecTr, Itr in each of 
next 2tr, rep from * to end, working last tr in top of turning ch ... 22 
(25-28) tr. 

2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, * DecTr, Itr in next tr, rep from * to 
end, working last tr in top of turning ch ... 15 (17-19) tr. 

3rd row - Ich, Idc in first tr, (Dec) 7 (8-9) times. 

Fasten off. 

With right side facing and working along other side of foundation ch, 
join yam with a slst in first ch sp, (Idc, Ich, Itr) in same place as slst, 
2tr in each ch sp to end, Itr in base of last tr ... 29 (33-37) tr. 

Work 1 row tr, inc 2 (4-0) sts evenly across row ... 31 (37-37) tr. 
Next row - Ich, Idc in first tr, ♦ miss 2tr, Shell, miss 2tr, Idc in next tr, 
rep from * to end, DO NOT TURN, Ich, Crab Stitch to end. 
Fasten off. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join seam. Thread ribbon through 
holes at wrist and tie.J^ 



CRAB STITCH 






1 ch, work as for dc but work from left to right instead of right to left so that 






stitches are worked backwards.

ACCESSORIES - 3.50mm (No 9) Milward Crochet Hook or size 
needed to give correct tension. 



ABBREVIATIONS - See below. Shell=7tr in next tr or dc. 



TENSION - First 4 rounds of shawl measure 8 cm in diameter, 
using 3.50mm Hook. 

To acheive the desired effect, this shawl has been designed to be 
worked on a bigger hook at a looser tension than usually 
recommended. 



HRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If first 4 rounds of shawl 
measure more than 8 cm in diameter use smaller hook, if less use 
bigger hook. 

SHAWL (beg at centre) 

Using 3. 50mm Hook, make 4 ch, join with a slst to form ring. 

1st round - 3ch, lltr in ring, slst in 3rd ch at beg ... 12 tr, counting 
3ch as Itr. 

2nd round - 3ch, Itr in same place as slst, 2tr in each tr to end, slst in 
3rd ch at beg ... 24 tr. 

3rd round - 3ch, Itr in same place as slst, Itr in next tr, ♦ 2tr in next tr, 
Itr in next tr, rep from ♦ to end, slst in 3rd ch at beg ... 36 tr. 

4th round - 3ch, Itr in same place as slst, Itr in each of next 2tr, ♦ 2tr 
in next tr, Itr in each of next 2tr, rep from * to end, slst in 3rd ch at beg 
... 48 tr. 

5th round - 3ch, Itr in same place as slst, Itr in each of next 3tr, ♦ 2tr 
in next tr, Itr in each of next 3tr, rep from ♦ to end, slst in 3rd ch at beg 
... 60 tr. 

Cont inc in this manner, working 1 more tr between inc in every 
round for a further 51 rounds ... 672 tr. 

Beg edging - 1st round - Ich, (Idc, 2ch, Idc) in same place as slst, 
miss Itr, Shell, miss Itr, ♦ (Idc, 2ch, Idc) in next tr, miss Itr, Shell, 
miss Itr, rep from ♦ to end, slst in first dc at beg ... 168 shells. 

2nd round - Slst in next 2ch sp, (Idc, 2ch, Itr) in same 2ch sp as slst, 
3ch, Idc in centre tr of shell, 3ch, * (Itr, Ich, Itr) in next 2ch sp, 3ch, 
Idc in centre u* of shell, 3ch, rep from ♦ to end, slst in first ch after dc 
at beg. 

3rd round - Slst in next ch sp, Ich, (Idc, 2ch, Idc) in same place as 
slst, miss Itr and 3ch, Shell, ♦ miss 3ch and Itr, (Idc, 2ch, Idc) in next 
Ichsp, miss Itr and 3ch, Shell, rep from * to end, slst in first dc at beg. 
Rep 2nd and 3rd rounds a further 4 times. 

Fasten off 



KNITTING AND CROCHET ABBREVIATIONS 

K = knit; P = purl; si = slip; psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbi = through back of loop(s); y bk = yam back - take 
yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft = yam front - bring yarn under needle from knitting 
position into purling position; y fwd = yam forward - bring yam under needle, then over into knitting position again, 
thus making a stitch; yon = yarn over needle - take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; 
yrn = yarn round needle - take yam right round ne^le into puriing position, thus making a stitch; Ml = Make 1 - pick 
up loop which lies before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into back of loop; garter st = every 
row knit; stocking st = 1 row knit, 1 row pud; reverse stocking st = 1 row purl, 1 row knit (puri side is right side). 
When instructions read - “Cast off 2 sts, K2" (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the right-hand needle, after casting off, 
is counted as one stitch. 

ch = chain; sp = space; si st = slip stitch; dc = double crochet; yoh = yam over hook; h tr = half treble - pass yam round

times round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through first 2 loops on hook, draw a loop through next 
2 loops, another through next 2 loops, then another through last 2 loops. 

alt = alternate; beg = begin or beginning; cont = continue; dec = decrease, decreased, decreases or decreasing; foil = 
following or follows; inc = increase, increased, increases or increasing; incl = including or inclusive; 0 = no rows, 
stitches or times; patt = pattern; rem = remain, remains, remainder or remaining; rep = repeat; st, sts = stitch, stitches;

Terries Buttons and scraps of Anchor Stranded Cotton in 3 shades for 
embroidery for Dress; 5 Stitch Holders, 4 Terries Buttons and Length 
of Ribbon for Jacket; Length of Ribbon for Bonnet and Bootees 

ABBREVIATIONS - See page 9. 

TENSION - 31 Sts and 4l rows to 10 cm over stocking st, using 
3.00nun Needles. 

HRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller needles, if 
more sts use bigger needles. 

DRESS 

BACK AND FRONT (both alike) 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 157 (181-205) sts. 

NOTE - If this number of sts will not fit comfortably on needle, we 
suggest using a circular needle. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, K4, si 1, K2tog, psso, K4, yfwd, Kl, rep from ♦ 
to end. 

2nd row - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

Last 2 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 42 (45-48) cm from beg, ending 
with a pud row. 



Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of armholes 
as there is no armhole shaping. 

Work 7 (7-11) rows patt. 

Next row - P2, * P3tog, rep from * to last 2 sts, P2 ... 55 (63-71) sts. 
Leave rem sts on a stitch-holder. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 37 (39-41) sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side), inc 4 sts evenly across 
last row ... 41 (43-45) sts. 

Change to 3.00mm Needles. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

5th row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts, Ml, K2. 

Cont inc (as before) at each end of foil 4th (4th-6th) rows until there 
are 53 (57-61) sts. 

Cont without shaping until work measures 11 (13-16) cm (or length 
desired) from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each of last row to mark end of sleeve seam. 
Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 45 (49-49) sts rem. 
Work 1 row, dec 3 (5-3) sts evenly across ... 42 (44-46) sts. 

Leave sts on a stitch-holder. 

YOKE 

Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to front and back above coloured 
threads. With right side facing and beg at right back seam, slip all sts 
from stitch-holders onto 3.00mm Circular Needle, then slip first 30 
(34-38) sts onto other end of needle ... 194 (214-234) sts. 

1st row (right side) - Cast on 5 sts for underlap, knit to end ... 199 
(219-239) sts. 

Turn and work in rows. 

Knit 5 rows garter st. 

7th row - Knit. 

8th row - K5, pud to last 5 sts, K5. 

Rep 7th and 8th rows once. 

11th row - K12, ♦ (K2tog, K5) twice, K2tog, K4, rep from * to last 7 
sts, K4, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl ... 172 (189-206) sts. 

Rep 8th row once, then 7th and 8th rows twice. 

17th row - Kll, ♦ (K2tog, K4) twice, K2tog, K3, rep from • to last 8 
sts, K8 ... 145 (159-173) sts. 

Rep 8th row once, then 7th and 8th rows 1 (2-2) time/s. 

Next row - Kl 1, * (K2tog, K3) twice, K2tog, K2, rep from * to last 8 
sts, K5, yfwd, K2tog, Kl ... 118 (129-140) sts. 

Rep 8th row once, then 7th and 8th rows twice. 

Next row - KIO, * (K2tog, K2) twice, K2tog, Kl, rep from * to last 9 
sts, K9 ... 91 (99-107) sts. 

Rep 8th row once, then 7th and 8th rows 0 (1-1) time/s. 

Knit 2 rows garter st. 

Next row - K6 (7-9), * K2tog, K3 (2-1), K2tog, K2, rep from • to last 
4 (4-7) sts, Kl (1-4), yfwd, K2tog, Kl ... 73 (77-81) sts, 3 buttonholes 
in all. 

Knit 2 rows garter st. 

Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join side and sleeve seams. Sew end of underlap on back 
opening in position. Sew on buttons. Using Anchor Stranded Cotton, 
embroider Grub Roses around yoke as illustrated, using Bullion 
Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see Diagrams 
page 15). Press seams. 

JACKET (worked in one piece to armholes) 

Using 3.00mm Needles, cast on 175 (199-223) sts. 

NOTE - If this number of sts will not fit comfortably on needle, we 
suggest using a circular needle. 

Knit 5 rows garter (1st row is wrong side). 

6th row - Knit. 



7th row - K5, purl to last 5 sis, K5. 

Rep 6th and 7th rows until work measures 13 (15-17) cm from beg, 
ending with a 7th row. 

Divide for armholes - Next row - K43 (49-55), cast off 4 sts, K81 
(93-105), cast off 4 sts, knit to end. 

Com on last 43 (49-55) sts for Left Front. 

Keeping garter st correct, dec at armhole edge in alt rows until 38 
(42-46) sts rem. 

Work 1 row, dec 6 (7-8) sts evenly across stocking st section. 

Leave rem 32 (35-38) sts on a stitch-holder. 

With wrong side facing, join yam to next 81 (93-105) sts for Back. 
Dec at each end of alt rows until 71 (79-87) sts rem. 

Next row - P7 (6-5), * P2tog, P3, rep from * to last 4 (3-2) sis, P4 
(3-2) ... 59 (65-71) sts. 

Leave rem sts on a stitch-holder. 

With wrong side facing, join yam to rem 43 (49-55) sis for Right 
Front. 

Keeping garter st correct, dec at armhole edge in alt rows until 38 
(42-46) SIS rem. 

Work 1 row, dec 6 (7-8) sts evenly across stocking st section. 

Leave rem 32 (35-38) sts on a stitch-holder. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 39 (41-43) sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side), inc 6 sts evenly across 
last row ... 45 (47-49) sts. 

Change to 3.00mm Needles. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

5th row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Coni inc (as before) at each end of foil 4th (4th-6ih) rows until there 
are 57 (61-65) sis. 

Com without shaping until work measures 11 (13-16) cm (or length 
desired) from beg, ending with a pud row. 

Shape raglan - Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows ... 51 (55-59) sts. 
Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 41 sts rem. 

Work 1 row, dec one st in centre. 

Leave rem 40 sts on a stitch-holder. 

YOKE 

Using back-stitch, join sleeve and raglan seams. 

Slip all SIS from stitch-holders onto a 3 00mm Needle so that right 
side will be facing for first row ... 203 (215-227) sts. 

NOTE - If this number of sts will not fit comfortably on needle, we 
suggest using a circular needle. 

1st row - K2, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), knit to end. 

2nd row - K5, purl to last 5 sts, K5. 

3rd row - K9, * si 1, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2tog, K7, rep from * 
to last 2 sts, K2. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows twice, then 2nd row once. 

9th row - K8, si 2, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K3tog, K5, rep from 
to last 3 Sts, K3 ... 171 (181-191) sts. 

10th row - As 2nd row. 

11th row - K2, yfwd, K2tog, K4, * si 1, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, 
K2tog, K5, rep from * to last 3 sts, K3. 

Rep 10th and 11th rows twice (omitting buttonhole), then 10th row 
once. 

17th row - K7, * si 2, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K3tog, K3, rep from * 
to last 4 sts, K4 ... 139 (147-155) sts. 

18th row - As 2nd row. 

19th row - K7, si 1, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2tog, K3, rep from * 
to last 4 sts, K4. 

Rep 18th and 19th rows once, then 18ih row once, working a 
buttonhole (as before) in 2nd row. 

23rd row - K6, si 2, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K3tog, Kl, rep from * 
to last 5 sts, K5 ... 107 (113-119) sis. 

24th row - As 2nd row. 

25th row - K6, * si 1, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2tog, Kl, rep from * 
to last 5 sts, K5. 



Rep 24th and 25th rows once, then 24th row once. 

29th row - K6, * si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, Kl, rep from * to last 5 sts, 
K5 ... 75 (79-83) sts. 

Knit 4 rows garter st, working a buttonhole (as before) in 2nd row ... 4 
buttonholes in all. Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Sew on 
buttons. Make 2 bows from ribbon and sew one to each front as 
illustrated. Press seams. 

BONNET 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 121 (133-145) sis. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, K4, si 1, K2tog, psso, K4, yfwd, Kl, rep from ♦ 
to end. 

2nd row - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

Last 2 rows form patt. 

Com in patt until work measures 8 (8.5-9) cm from beg, ending with 
a 2nd row. 

Shape crown - 1st row - K4 (1-1), ♦ K2tog, K5 (3-4), K2tog, K4, 
rep from ♦ to end ... 103 (109-121) sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Knit. 

3rd row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, K3tog, K14 (15-17), rep from ♦ to end ... 97 
(103-115) sts. 

5th row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, K3tog, K13 (14-16), rep from to end ... 91 
(97-109) sts. 

7th row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, K3tog, K12 (13-15), rep from ♦ to end ... 85 
(91-103) sts. 

Com dec in this manner (working one st less between dec each time) 
in alt rows until 19 sts rem. Break off yam, run end through rem sis, 
draw up tightly and fasten off securely. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using a flat 
seam, join crown seam. Attach a length of ribbon to each comer as 
Ulusirated. Press seam. 

BOOTEES (beg at sole) 

Using 3.00mm Needles, cast on 27 (35-45) sts. 

1st and alt rows (wrong side) - Knit. 

2nd row - * Inc in next st, Kll (15-20), inc in next st, rep from * 
once, Kl ... 31 (39-49) sts. 

4th row - * Inc in next st, K13 (17-22), inc in next st, rep from 
once, Kl ... 35 (43-53) sts. 

6th row - * Inc in next st, K15 (19-24), inc in next st, rep from * 
once, Kl ... 39 (47-57) sts. 

8th row - * Inc in next st, K17 (21-26), inc in next st, rep from * 
once, Kl ... 43 (51-61) sts. 

10th row - * Inc in next st, K19 (23-28), inc in next st, rep from * 
once, Kl ... 47 (55-65) sis. 

Knit 3 (5-7) rows garter st. 

Next row - Knit. 

Next row - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

Rep last 2 rows once. 

Knit 2 rows garter st. 

Shape instep - 1st row - K28 (32-37), si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 
2nd row - PIO, P2tog, turn. 

3rd row - K3, si 1, Kl, psso, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2tog, K2, si 1, Kl, psso, 

turn. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 6 (7-9) times, then 2nd row once. 

Next row - Knit to end ... 31 (37-43) sts. 

Proceed as foils - 1st row - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

2nd row (eyelet row) - ♦ Kl, yfwd, K2iog, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

Continued on next page 



3rd row - As 1st row, dec (inc-dec) one st in centre ... 30 (38-42) sts. 
4th row - K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 

5th row - Kl, ♦ PI, K2, PI, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

Rep 4th and 5th rows once. 

Knit 8 rows garter st. 

Cast off loosely. 



MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless slated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using a flat 
seam, join leg and foot seams. Thread ribbon through eyelet holes at 
ankles and tie in a bow. Fold over cuffs.J|^

TENSION - 20 sts and 38 rows to 10 cm over garter st, using 
5.00mm Needles. 

To acheive the desired effect, this shawl has been designed to be 
worked on bigger needles at a looser tension than usually 
recommended. 

FIRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller needles, if 
more sis use bigger needles. 

SHAWL (beg at centre) 

Using 5.00mm Needles, cast on 9 sts. 

1st and alt rows - Knit. 

2nd row - Kl, (yfwd, Kl) 8 times. 



4th row - Kl, (yfwd, K2) 8 times. 

6th row - Kl, (yfwd, K3) 8 times. 

Coni in this manner (working one st more between yfwds each time ) 
until the row Kl, (yfwd, K44) 8 times has been worked ... 361 sts. 
NOTE - When number of sts becomes too large to fit comfortably on 
needle, change to cicular needle. 

Next row - Knit. 

Next row - Inc in each st to last st, Kl ... 721 sts. 

Work border - 1st row - Kl , ♦ yfwd, K4, si 1 , K2tog, psso, K4, yfwd, 
Kl, rep from ♦ to end. 

2nd row - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows until work measures approx 63 cm from beg, 
ending with a 2nd row, turn, cast on 8 sts for edging. 

Work edging - 1st row - K7, K2tog (this uses last st of edging and 
one st from main shawl sts), turn 
2nd row - SI 1, K5, yfwd, K2. 

3rd row - Yfwd, K2tog, K6, K2tog, turn 
4th row - SI 1, K4, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K2. 

5th row - Yfwd, K2tog, K7, K2tog, turn 

6th row - SI 1, K3, (yfwd, K2tog) twice, yfwd, K2. 

7th row - Yfwd, K2tog, K8, K2tog, turn 

8th row - SI 1, K2, (yfwd, K2tog) 3 times, yfwd, K2. 

9th row - Yfwd, K2tog, K9, K2iog, turn 

10th row - SI 1, K2, K2tog, (yfwd, K2tog) 3 times, Kl. 

11th row - As 7th row. 

12th row - SI 1, K3, K2tog, (yfwd, K2tog) twice, Kl. 

13th row - As 5th row. 

I4th row - SI 1, K4, K2tog, yfwd, K2tog, Kl. 

15th row - As 3rd row. 

16th row - SI 1, K3, K2tog, yfwd, K2tog, Kl. 

17th row - Yfwd, K2tog, K5, K2tog, turn. 

Rep rows 2 to 17 incl until aU shawl sts have been worked off. 

Cast off loosely. 



MAKE UP 

Using a flat seam, join edges to form a circle, taking care not to make 
seam too tight. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless 
stated otherwise on ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten 
patt.JI 



FLAT SEAM 

This method is sometimes used for knitted garments but more often 
for crochet garments. A flat seam may be worked from either the 
right or the wrong side of the work. Place the 2 pieces of fabric even- 
ly together and sew stitch by stitch, always bringing the needle up 
from underneath to top though the centre of the stitch, then in same 
manner through corresp)onding stitch on second piece. 

Note - Diagram shows knitted fabric, but method is the same for 
knitting or crochet. Always keep work elastic - there should be as 
much stretch in your seam as there is in the rest of your garment.

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 41 (43-43-45) sts. 

1st row (wrong side) - K2, ♦ PI, Kl, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 16 times, then 1st row once ... 35 rows rib in all. 
Change to 3. 00mm Needles. 

Next row - K9 (8-6-5), inc (knitways) once in each of next 24 
(28-32-36) sts, K8 (7-5-4) ... 65 (71-75-81) sts. 

NOTE - This instruction has been written specifically for the stitch 
pattern given. Using any other stitch may result in a garment which is 
the wrong shape or size. 

Knit in ganer st until work measures 40 (46-55-63) cm from beg, 
working last row on wrong side.

Tie coloured threads in centre of one edge, 22 cm 
apart to mark collar. With wrong side facing and using 2.50mm hook, 
work 65 dc evenly between coloured threads. 

Next row - Ich, Idc in first dc, * 2dc in next dc, Idc in next dc, rep 
from * to end ... 97 dc. 

Next row - Ich, Idc in first dc, * miss 2dc, 5tr in next dc, miss 2dc, 
Idc in next dc, rep from * to end. 

Fasten off. 

With right side facing, work 1 row dc evenly around rem edges. Fold 
collar section back onto right side so that a fold of 5 cm (including 
edging) is made at centre back neck and the rem of the fold is angled 
to the edge where coloured threads were tied. Sew ribbon to points 
where coloured threads were tied and tie in a bow as illustrated. 
Using Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider Grub Roses to collar as 
illustrated, using Bullion Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy Stitch 
for leaves (see Diagrams page 15). Press seams. 

BOOTEES 

Uisng 3.00mm Needles, cast on 40 (44-48-52) sts. 

Knit 19 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Next row (eyelet row) - K2, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from ♦ to end. 
Next row - Knit. 

Divide for foot - 1st row - K27 (29-31-33), turn 
2nd row - Kl4, turn. 

Knit 20 (24-28-32) rows garter st on these 14 sts. 

Break off yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yam to inside edge where sts were left, 
knit up 12 (13-14-15) sts along side of instep, knit across 14 sts on 
needle (inc one st in centre), knit up 12 (13-14-15) sts along other 
side of instep, then knit across rem 13 (15-17-19) sts ... 65 
(71-77-83) sts. 

Knit 13 rows garter st. 

Shape for foot - 1st row - Kl, [K2tog, K27 (30-33-36), K2tog, Kl] 
twice ... 61 (67-73-79) sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Knit. 

3rd row - Kl, [K2tog, K25 (28-31-34), K2tog, Kl] twice ... 57 (63- 
69-75) sts. 

5th row - Kl, [K2tog, K23 (26-29-32), K2tog, Kl] twice ... 53 (59- 
65-71) sts. 

7th row - Kl, [K2tog, K21 (24-27-30), K2tog, Kl] twice ... 49 (55- 
61-67) sts. 

8th row - As 2nd row. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using a flat seam, join seams. Using Anchor 
Stranded Cotton, embroider Gmb Roses to tops of Bootees as 
illustrated, using Bullion Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy Stitch 
for leaves (see Diagrams page 15). Thread ribbon through holes at 
ankles and tie in a bow.J^ 



BACK-STITCH SEAM 

This is the method most commonly used for joining knitted 
garments. Hold the pieces together with right sides inside. The seam 
should be sewn one full stitch in from the end of each row so that all 
seams will be even. One stitch should be worked over every row. 
Darn in all ends of yarn after sewing seams.

Shape instep - 1st row - Moss 12 (12-14-16), K15 (18-20-21), si 1 
knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 

2nd row - PIO, P2tog, turn. 

3rd row - KIO, si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 (5-7-8) times, then 2nd row once ... 35

Pick up a Back Stitch, the size of the Bullion Stitch required, bringing the needle point 
out where it first emerged, do not pull the needle right through the fabric. Twist the 
thread round the needle point as many times as required to equal the space of the 
Back Stitch. Hold the left thumb on the coiled thread and pull the needle through; still 
holding the coiled thread, turn the needle back to where it was inserted (see arrow) 
and insert in same place. Pull thread through until the Bullion Stitch lies flat. Use a 
needle with a small eye to allow the thread to pass through the coils easily. Arrange a 
circular group of Bullion Stitches to make a Grub Rose. 




LAZY DAISY STITCH

POM-PONS 

To make a pom-pon, cut two circles of cardboard, the diameter depends on the size of the pom-pon to be made, and 
should be equal to the size of the finished pom-pon plus approximately 1.25 cm for trimming, plus the diameter of the 
centre hole, e.g. fora pom-pon 4 cm across, the circles would be 4 cm, plus 1.25 cm, plus 1.25 cm for centre hole, equals 
6.5 cm. Cut a round hole in the centre, the size of the hole is approximately a quarter of the finished pom-pon. Wind the 
yam round and round the cardboard until the centre 
hole is completely filled up. 

Place the point of a pair of scissors between the two 
circles of cardboard and cut around, keeping the 
scissors between the cardboard all the time. Using a 
double strand of yam, wrap round between the two 
circles of cardboard, knot firmly, and take away 
cardboard. Trim pom-pon.

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 121 (137-161-177) sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). ^

** 1st row - K5, * yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, rep from 
* to last 4 sts, K4. 

2nd, 4th and 6th rows - K4, purl to last 4 sis, K4. 

3rd row - K6, * yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, K3, rep from * 
to last 3 sts, K3. 

5th row - K7, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5, rep from * to last 2 
sts, K2. 

7th row - Knit. 

Rep 7th row 3 times. ♦♦ 

Rep from ♦♦ to ** once.

Next row - K4, purl to last 4 sts, K4. 

Rep last 2 rows until work measures 13 (15-17-20) cm from beg, 
ending with a knit row. 

Next row - K4, P27 (31-37-41), turn. 

Com on these 31 (35-41^5) sis for Left Front. 



Shape raglan armhole - Keeping garter st border correct, dec at 
beg (armhole edge) of next and alt rows until 25 (27-35-37) sis rem. 
Next row - K4, PO (1-2-3), P2tog, PI (2-1-2), rep from * to last 0 
(2-2-2) sts, PO (2-2-2) ... 18 (22-26-30) sis. 

Leave these sts on a stitch-holder for yoke. 

With wrong side facing, join yam to rem sts. 

Next row - P59 (67-79-87), turn. 

Com on these 59 (67-79-87) sts for Back. 

Shape raglan armholes - Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 
47 (51-67-71) sts rem. 

Next row - PO (5-4-0), P2tog, * PI (1-1-2), P2iog, rep from * to last 
0 (5-4-1) st/s, PO (5-4-1) ... 31 (37-47-53) sts. 

Leave these sts on a stitch-holder for yoke. 

With wrong side facing, join yam to rem 31 (35-41-45) sts for Right 
Front. 

Shape raglan armhole - Keeping garter st border correct, dec at 
end (armhole edge) of alt rows until 25 (27-35-37) sts rem. 

Next row - PO (2-2-2), * PI (2-1-2), P2tog, rep from ♦ to last 4 
(5-6-7) sts, PO (1-2-3), K4 ... 18 (22-26-30) sts. 

Leave these sts on a stitch-holder for yoke. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 41 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.25mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, rep from ♦ 
to end. 

2nd row - Purl. 

3rd row - K2, ♦ yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, K3, rep from ♦ 
ending last rep with K2 instead of K3. 

4th row - Purl. 

Keeping patt correct as for lower edge of Jacket, as placed in last 4 
rows (noting that garter st borders have been omitted), work a further 
16 rows patt AT SAME TIME working extra sts into patt, inc ai each 
end of next and foil 6th rows 3 times in all ... 47 sis. 

Work in stocking st for rem, inc at each end of 3rd and foil 6th row/s 
until there are 51 (53-57-61) sis. 

Com without shaping until work measures 11 (13-16-19) cm (or 
length desired) from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape raglan - Dec at each end of next and all rows until 39 
(37-45-45) sts rem. 

Next row - PI (4-1-3), * PI, P2tog, rep from ♦ to last 2 (6-2-3) st/s, 
P2 (6-2-3) ... 27 (28-31-32) sts. 

Leave these sts on a stitch-holder for yoke. 

YOKE 

Using back-stitch, join raglan seams. With right side facing, knit 
across sts from stitch-holders in foil order - Right Front, First Sleeve, 
Back, Second Sleeve, then Left Front ...

4th row - K5, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, rep from ♦ 
to last 4 sts, K4. 

5th row - K4, purl to last 4 sts, K4. 

% 6th row - K6, * yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, K3, rep frpm * 
to last 3 sts, K3. 

7th row - As 5th row. 

8th row - K7, * yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5, rep from * to last 2 
sts, K2. 

9th row - As 5th row. *** 

10th row - K7 (7-4-5), K2tog, ♦ K5 (6-8-9), K2tog, rep from ♦ to last 
7 (8-5-5) sts, K7 (8-5-5) ... 105 (121-145-161) sts. 

Rep from to once. 

20th row - K6 (7-4-4), K2iog, ♦ K4 (5-7-8), K2tog, rep from ♦ to last 
7 (7-4-5) sts, K7 (7-4-5) ... 89 (105-129-145) sts. 

Rep from ♦♦♦ to once. 
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30th row - K6 (5-6-14), K2iog, ♦ K2 (1-3-3), K2tog, rep from ♦ to 
last 5 (5-6-14) sts, K9 (6-6-14) ... 69 (73-105-121) sis. 

Sizes 6 and 12 months only - Rep from *** to *** once. 

40th row - K (2-4), K2tog, K (2-1), K2tog, rep from * to last (1-4) 
st/s, K (1-4) ... (79-83) sts. 

All sizes - Next row - Knit. 

Next row - As 2nd row ... 4 (4-5-5) buttonholes in all. 

Next row - Knit. 

Cast off. 



MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using back-stitch, join sleeve seams. Sew on 
buttons. Press seams. 



BONNET 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 81 (89-97-105) sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3 25mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - Kl, * yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, rep from * 
to end. 

2nd, 4th and 6th rows - Purl. 

3rd row - K2, ♦ yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, K3, rep from 
ending last rep with K2 instead of K3. 

5th row - K3, * yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5, rep from * ending 
last rep with K3 instead of K5. 

7th row - Knit. 

Rep 7th row 3 times. 

Last 10 rows form patt. 

Work a further 10 rows patt. 

Work in stocking st for rem until work measures 9 (10-11-12) cm 
from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape crown - 1st row - Kl, K2tog, K8 (9-10-11), rep from * to 
end ... 73 (81-89-97) sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - Kl, ♦ K2iog, K7 (8-9-10), rep from * to end ... 65 
(73-81-89) sts. 

5th row - Kl, * K2tog, K6 (7-8-9), rep from * to end ... 57 
(65-73-81) sts. 

Com dec in this manner (working one st less between dec each time) 
in alt rows until 17 sts rem. 



Break off yam, run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and fasten 
off securely. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using a flat seam, join crown seam. With 
right side facing, knit up 62 (72-84-96) sts evenly around lower 
edge. Knit 2 rows garter st. Cast off. Attach length of ribbon to each 
comer as illustrated. Press seam. 

BOOTEES (beg at sole) 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 25 (31-39-47) sts. 

1st and alt rows (wrong side) - Knit. 

2nd row - [Inc in next st, KIO (13-17-21), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 
29 (35-43-51) sis. 

4th row - [Inc in next st, K12 (15-19-23), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 
33 (39-47-55) sts. 

6th row - [Inc in next st, K14 (17-21-25), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 
37 (43-51-59) sts. 

8th row - [Inc in next st, Kl6 (19-23-27), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 
41 (47-55-63) sts. 

10th row - pne in next st, K18 (21-25-29), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 
45 (51-59-67) sts. 

Knit 11 (11-13-13) rows garter st. 

Shape instep - 1st row - K27 (30-34-38), si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, 

turn. 

2nd row - PIO, P2tog, turn. 

3rd row - KIO, si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 (5-7-8) times, then 2nd row once. 

Next row - Knit to end ... 35 (37-41-47) sts. 

Proceed as foils - 1st row - Puri across all sts to end. 

2nd row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

3rd row - Purl, dec 2 (4-0-6) sis evenly across ... 33 (33-41-41) sis. 
Work 2 rows stocking st. 

6th row - Knit. 

Rep 6th row 3 times. 

Work 10 rows patt as for Bonnet. 

Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using a flat seam, join leg and foot seams. 
Thread ribbon through holes at ankles. Press seams. 



HELPFUL HINTS 

Measurements. Always be generous with measurements when an instruction is given to a number of centimetres. 
Measure in centre of work, with work laid out flat, unless otherwise stated. 

Always count number of rows to make sure that different parts of a garment correspond when a measurement is given 
in instructions. 

As most patterns give more than one set of measurements, it is advisable to read through the pattern before beginning to 
knit. Find where your own size is in the bracket and mark that set of figures throughout the pattern. If any alterations 
have been made to length or width, take a note of them. A row counter helps to keep a close check. 

When increasing or decreasing, mark the position with a coloured thread - it makes it easier if the work has to be 
checked. 

Join a new ball of yarn at the beginning of a row whenever possible. If the yam covers the width of your knitted piece 4 
times, you will have enough to finish a row - if not, join a new ball of yam (the odd length can be used for sewing up). 
When yam has to be joined in the middle of a row (e.g. circular knitting) it must be spliced.

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 45 (51-56) sts rem. 
Work 1 (3-7) row/s. 

Divide for back opening - 1st row - K25 (28-31), turn. 

Cont on these 25 (28-31) sts. 

2nd row - K5 (5-6), purl to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th row - Knit to last 4 sts, K2tog, yfwd, K2 ... buttonhole. 
Keeping garter st border correa, work 11 rows. 

Next row - As 7th row. 

Work 3 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 4 (5-5) sts at beg of next row and foil alt 
row, then 4 (5-6) sts at beg of foil alt row. Work 1 row. 

Leave rem 13 (13-15) sts on a stitch-holder.

JACKET (worked in one piece to underarm) 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 241 (281-301) sis. 

Knit 7 rows garter si (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3 25mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - K4, work from * to of 1st row of Back of Dress to last 7 
sts, K7. 

2nd and alt rows - K4, purl to last 4 sts, K4. 

3rd row - K4, work from ♦ to * of 3rd row of Back of Dress to last 7 
sts, K7. 

5th row - K6, work from to of 5th row of Back of Dress to last 5 
sts, K5. 

7th row - K5, K2tog, yfwd, K7, work from * to * of 7th row of Back of 
Dress to last 7 sis, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K5. 

Keeping garter st border correct at beg and end of rows, com in patt 
as for Back of Dress as placed in last 7 rows until work measures 
approx 13 (15-17) cm from beg, ending with an 8th or I6ih patt row.

Com in patt without shaping until work measures approx 11 (13-16) 
cm (or length desired) from beg, ending with an 8th or 16th patt row. 
Shape top - Keeping patt correct, cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows 
... 51 (53-55) sts. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 33 (33-29) sts rem, then in 
every row until 25 sis rem. 

Next row - PI, (P2tog) 12 times ... 13 sts. 

Cast off. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side facing, slip sts 
from right front stitch-holder onto 2.75mm Needle, then using same 
needle, knit up 17 (17-19) sts evenly along right side of neck, knit 
across sts from back stitch-holder, knit up 17 (17-19) sts evenly 
along left side of neck, then knit across sts from left front 
stitch-holder ... 63 (63-69) sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st, working a buttonhole (as before) in 2nd row. 
Cast off loosely knitways. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. Sew on buttons. 
Thread ribbon through eyelet holes at underarm and tie in a bow. 
Press seams. 

SINGLET 

BACK AND FRONT (both alike) 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 53 (61-67) sts. 

1st row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 6 times ... 14 rows rib in all. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 13 (15-17) cm from beg, 
ending with a purl row. 

Shape armholes - Cast off 4 (5-5) sts at beg of next 2 rows ... 45 
(51-57) sts. 

Beg patt - 1st row - Kl (4-7), work from * to * of 1st row of Back of 
Dress to last 4 (7-10) sis, K4 (7-10). 






2nd and alt rows - Purl. 

3rd row - K1 (4-7), work from ♦ to of 3rd row of Back of Dress to 
last 4 (7-10) sts, K4 (7-10). 

5th row - K3 (6-9), work from ♦ to * of 5th row of Back of Dress to 
last 2 (5-8) SIS, K2 (5-8). 

7th row - K2 (5-8), K2tog, yfwd, K7, work fiom ♦ to * of 7th row of 
Back of Dress to last 4 (7-10) sts, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K2 (5-8). 
Work a further 9 rows patt as for Back of Dress as placed in last 7 
rows. 

Work 0 (2-4) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - K16 (19-22), turn. 

Com on these 16 (19-22) sts. 

Working in stocking st for rem, dec at neck edge in every row until 12 
(15-18) sts rem, then in alt row/s until 11 (13-15) sis rem. 

Work 5 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 4 (4-5) sts at beg of next row and foil alt 
row. Work 1 row. Cast off rem 3 (5-5) sts. ** 

Slip next 13 sts onto stitch-holder and leave. 

Join yam to rem sts and knit to end. 

Rep from ♦♦ to working 6 rows instead of 5 before shoulder 
shaping. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join right shoulder seam. With right side facing 
and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 73 (81-89) sts evenly around 
neck, incl sts from stitch-holders. 

Work 5 rows rib as for Back and Front, beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

ARMHOLE BANDS 

Using back-stitch, join left shoulder and neckband seam. With right 
side facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 67 (77-85) sts evenly 
along armhole edge. 

Work 5 rows rib as for Back and Front, beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKEUP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join side and armhole band seams. Press seams. Make a 
bow from ribbon and sew to front as illustrated. 

PILCHERS 

BACK 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 19 (21-23) sts. 

Working in stocking st, inc at each end of every row until there are 73 
(83-83) sts. 

Work 1 (1-4) row/s. 

Work 48 rows patt as for Back of Dress. ** 

Shape back - NOTE - When turning, bring yam to front of work, 
slip next st onto right-hand needle, yam back, slip stitch back onto 
left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as instructed. This avoids 
holes in work. 

1st row - Knit to last 8 sts, turn. 

2nd row - Purl to last 8 sts, turn. 

3rd row - Knit to last 16 sts, turn. 

4th row - Purl to last 16 sis, turn. 

5th row - Knit to last 24 sts, turn. 

6th row - Purl to last 24 sts, turn. 

7th row - Knit to last 32 sts, turn. 

8th row - Purl to last 32 sts, turn. 

9th row - Knit to end. 

10th row - Purl across all sts to end. 

11th row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

12th row - Kl, ♦ PI, Kl, rep ftx)m ♦ to end. 

Rep 11th and 12th rows twice. 

Eyelet row - K2, ♦ yfwd, K2tog, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 



Work 5 rows rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to 
Work 2 rows stocking st. 

Work as for Back from *** to ***. 

LEG BANDS 

Using back-stitch, join side seams, noting to leave ends of stocking st 
rows open for leg holes. With right side facing and using 2.75mm 
Needles, knit up 57 (61-65) sts evenly along leg holes. 

Work 7 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 12th row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lighdy, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join crotch and leg band seams. Thread ribbon through 
eyelet holes at waist and tie in a bow. Press seams 

BONNET 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 73 (83-93) sis. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.25mm Needles and beg patt. 

Work in patt as for Back of Dress until work measures approx 11 
(12-13) cm from beg, ending with an 8th or I6th patt row and dec 0 
(2-4) sts evenly across last row ... 73 (81-89) sts. 

Shape crown - 1st row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, K7 (8-9), rep from ♦ to end ... 
65 (73-81) sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, K6 (7-8), rep from ♦ to end ... 57 (65-73) sts. 
5th row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, K5 (6-7), rep from * to end ... 49 (57-65) sis. 
Com dec in this manner (working one st less between dec each time) 
in alt rows until 17 sis rem. 

Next row - PI, (P2tog) 8 times ... 9 sts. 

Break off yam, run end through rem sis, draw up tightly and fasten 
off securely. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using a flat 
seam, join crown seam. With right side facing and using 2.75mm 
Needles, knit up 58 (62-66) sts evenly around neck edge. Knit 3 rows 
garter st. Cast off loosely knitways. Attach a length of ribbon to each 
comer as illustrated. 

BOOTEES (beg at top) 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 43 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles and beg patt. 

Work 16 rows patt as for Back of Dress. 

Work 2 rows stocking st, dec 12 (8-4) sts evenly across last row ... 31 
(35-39) sts. 

Eyelet row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from ♦ to end. 

Next row - Kl, pud to last st, Kl. 

Divide for instep - Next row - K21 (23-25), turn. 

Next row - Pll, turn. 

Work 14 (16-18) rows stocking st on these 11 sts. 

Break off yam. 

With right side facing, join in yam and knit up 11 (13-15) sts evenly 
along side of instep, knit across 11 Instep sts, knit up 11 (13-15) sis 
evenly along other side of instep, knit to end ... 53 (61-69) sts. 
Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Shape foot - 1st row-[Kl, K2tog, K21 (25-29), si 1, Kl, psso] twice, 
Kl ... 49 (57-65) sis. 

2nd and alt rows - Kl, purl lo last si, Kl. 
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3rd row - [Kl, K2tog, K19 (23-27), si 1, Kl, psso] twice, K1 ... 45 
(53-61) sts. 

5th row - [Kl, K2tog, K17 (21-25), si 1, Kl, psso] twice, Kl ... 41 
(49-57) sts. 

7th row - [Kl, K2tog, K15 (19-23), si 1, Kl, psso] twice, Kl ... 37 
(45-53) sts. 

9th row - [Kl, K2tog, K13 (17-21), si 1, Kl, psso] twice, Kl ... 33 
(41-49) sts. 

10th row - As 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKEUP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lighdy, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch for leg and a flat seam for foot, join leg and foot seams. 
Thread ribbon thought eyelet holes at ankle and tie in a bow. 

MITTENS 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 43 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles and beg patt. 

Work 16 rows patt as for Back of Dress, dec 8 (4-4) sts evenly across 
last row ... 35 (39-39) sts. 

Eyelet row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Work 19 (23-27) rows stocking st, beg with a pud row. 

Shape top - 1st row - K2, * K2tog, K2, rep from * to last st, Kl ... 27 
(30-30) sts. 

2nd row - Purl. 

3rd row - * K2tog, Kl, rep from * to end ... 18 (20-20) sts. 

4th row - Purl. 

5th row - * K2tog, rep from * to end ... 9 (10-10) sts. 

Break off yam, run end through rem sts, draw up and fasten off 
securely. 



MAKEUP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lighdy, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-sdtch, join seam. Titread ribbon through eyelet holes at wrist 
and de in a bow. 



SHAWL 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 339 sts. 

NOTE - If this number of sts will not fit comfortably on needles, we 
suggest using a circular needle. 

Knit 13 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.25mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - K8, work from * to * of 1st row of Back of Dress to last 1 1 
sts, Kll. 

2nd and alt rows - K8, purl to last 8 sts, K8. 

3rd row - K8, work from to * of 3rd row of Back of Dress to last 1 1 
sts, Kll. 

5th row - KIO, work from * to * of 5th row of Back of Dress to last 9 
sts, K9. 

7th row- K9, K2tog, yfwd, K7, work from * to of7th row of Back of 
Dress to last 11 sts, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K9. 

Keeping garter st border correa at beg and end of rows, com in patt 
as for Back of Dress (as placed in last 7 rows) undl work measures 
approx 115 cm from beg, ending with a 15th row of patt. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Knit 13 rows garter st. 

Cast off loosely knitways. 

MAKEUP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lighdy, taking care not to flatten patt.J^ 



ALTERNATIVE PATONS BABY YARNS 

The garments in our photos were all made using PATONS DREAM TIME BABY WOOL. 

If you wish to sustitute PATONS DREAM TIME CANDY, quantities should be the same. 

For DREAM TIME 3 PLY - If you wish to subsUtute PATONS SHERBETS 3 PLY, you may require 1 less ball for every 4 
stated. 

If you wish to subsUtute PATONS 3 PLY FEATHERSOFT, you will probably need to use needles 1 size bigger and you 
may require 1 less ball for every 4 stated. 

For DREAM TIME 4 PLY - If you wish to subsUtute PATONS 4 PLY FEATHERSOFT OR PATONS SHERBETS 4 PLY, you 
may require 1 less ball for every 4 stated. 

Always check your tension carefully before beginning. Check ball bands for pressing instructions. 
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
